Louisville, Ky,, Dec. IS.—The execu- 


tive committee o£ the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to-day reported to 
the convention a preliminary plan to 
better the conditions of the laboring- 
classes of Porto Rico. The incoming 
council was instructed to expend $3,000 
in investigating conditions and distrib- 
uting labor literature, printed in Span- 
ish, in that island, the Object being to 
form unions that shall become allied 
with the laibor bodies in the states. 
Resolution No. 98, recommending that 
a governmental department of laJbor 
should be formed, was the subject of 
considerable debate. 
The latter por-

the department's cabinet officer should

The reason for 
this is that the average farm lias.not 
added much to its output. It was pro- 
ducing then in cereals full as much 
as now, and at about the same cost 


The puoperty of Janesville and Be- 


loit makes a little better showing, 
because they show growth, which al- 
ways means demand. 


The man-who can make two spears 


of grass grow where one grew before 
is called a genius, and the farmer who 
can make one acre of land yield the 
product of two, is a genius of largei 
development. 
This has 
frequently 


been done with tobacco, and has re 
suited in doubling the value of to 
bacco land. 


The city that possesses the enter 


prise to add to its population, bj 
encouraging old and new industries 
adds to the individual prosperity o 
every lot owner .and business man 
and contributes to the cause of la 
bor,: by furnishing employment. 


If Janesville had a population o 


50,000 today, every foot of real estat 
within its boundaries.would b>3 grea 
ly enhanced "in value', and every farm 
in the county would be benefited.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—The na- 


tional capital was in gala garb all day 
in celebration of the 100th anniversary 
of the establishment of the seat of 
federal government at Washington. 
For the time being the wheels oi gov- 
ernment ceased revolving; 
business, 


public and 
private, was 
suspended, 


•while the president,and his cabinet, 
the senate and house of representa- 
tives, the federal judiciary, the gov- 
ernors o£ many states, and a great 
concourse of 
citizens 
and 
visitors 


joined in the elaborate festivities o£ 
the day. 


A Great GAthcrincr. 


Perhaps never again will this gen- 


eration 
witness such a 'significant 


gathering participated in by the heads 
ol states and tho chief executive of 
the nation. 
One hundred years ago 


the transfer of the seat of -government 
•was made from Philadelphia to Wash- 
ington and the site previously selected 
by President Washington was taken 
possession of by the various branches 
of government, President and Mrs. Ad- 
ams driving over from Philadelphia, 
the senate and house holding their 
sessions here for the Irst time. 


For months Washington had been 


preparing-for a fitting commemoration 
ot ,'Jiis interesl|ng historical event, and 
the celebration' today was designed to 
bring out the development which a 
century has brought forth, both in the 
ca-pital and in the nation. 


Scenes on Fenii&ylraiila Avenue. 


From an early hour the streets were 


filled with an eager and expectant 
throng. 
Pennsylvania avenue was a 


blaze of color from end' to end, the 


. business houses being hung with bunt- 


ing, flags and patriotic devices. 
The 


great public 'buildings added their 
share to the '--'lliancy o" the spectacle. 
From the frcn-t of the treasury radi- 
ated an enormous 
sunburst of red, 


white and blue. 


Further on, the war, state and navy 


departments 
and the department of 


justice were resplendent in the na- 
tional colors. 
At the other end of 


Pennsylvania avenue the massive front 
of the capitol was 
hung with long 


streamers, and from the dome fluttered 
a myriad of flags, while the front oC 
the huge postoffice 
department was 


covered with national colors. 


Tlie D-.iy'n Programme. 


The .program of the day began with 


a reception at 10 o'clock by President 
McKinley and members of his cabinet 
to the governors of the states ana 
territories at the executive mansion. 
This was followed -by the unveiling in 
the east room of the model of the pro- 
posed 
enlarged 
executive mansion, 


which is to be a lasting memorial of 
the celeoration. 


Met by McKlntey and Cabinet. 


At just 10:30 o'clc-ek the president 


descended the west stairway with Sec- 
retary Hay at his side. Immediately 
following were the other members of 
the cabinet, walking two and two, the 
only absentee being Attorney General 
Griggs. As the president and party 
entered the west corridor the marine 
band orchestra in dress uniform struck 
up "Hail to the Chief." 


Gov. Roosevelt of New York, who 


had been spending an hour with ths 
president in the li'brary on the second 
floor, came down a few minutes later 
and joined the other governors in the 
red parlor. As the orchestra struck up 
the inspiring strains of "My Country, 
'Tis of Thee," the reception began, the 
presentations being made by Colonel 
Bingham, United States army.
